Evidenco was given by Inspegtor 
Shaftain, who appeared for the 
prosecution. He'said he raided the 
premises at Hillyer Street on April 
lsth, at sbout 12.30 am. He was 
hecompanied by a district watch- 
man, and when he got into the 
house, the third defendant got up 
from o chair.and made an attempt 
to rush out. The man was stopped 
and brought back into’ the cubicle, 
where two more men Were sitting 
around the table.» Opposite one of 
the men were a bundle of 340 lottery 
ticketa, and some written’ mitters 
relating’ fo Po Pui. At the other 
side of the table another 718: tickets 
were also seized. .
